1. Have you prepared a fine bed of strawberry 
plants for the next year? If not, let us recommend 
the following: Selects warm, sunny epet of gre 
velly ground. Spade it deep aod Sine, mixing o cart- 
load of leal-mould from the woods, ands bushe! of 
ashes, on every rod of ground. Then get Sourish 
ing plente of the variety called “Hovey's Seed 
ling,” of whieh you may have heard, and plent 
them carefully in 10 1 feet apart, and the pleats 
from one to two feet in the row. If you are not very 
desirous to keep the variety distinct, get afew plants 
of the Karly Scarlet variety, aod plact them among 
the Hoveye for fertilizer:

Lieut. Berryman enys that Se is satished that the 
lead, with the sounding apparatus, hes frequently 
buried iteelf ten or Afteen feet deep in this soft ma 
teral, and he dowbdts not that the cable wil! likewise 
mak, aod imbed iteeif ic o similar manser. The 
greatest depth attained bag been two thousand and 
seventy fathoms (about two and one third miles) ; 
but perhaps the moet remarkable, and at the same 
time the most satisfactory result, is the perfect con- 
firmation which these soundings give of the opimen 
expressed by Lieut. Maury, as to the existence of 5 
great Gat or level at the bottom of the oceaa, un- 
paralleled by auything on the surface of the earth, 
and which he proposed to name “ Tae Telegraph 
Piatesu.” For more than thirteen hundred miles 
the bed of the Atlantic, in the direct line of our 
track, is found by these soundings to prese: en al 
most uabdroken level plain. Nature bas thus placed 
no obstacle in the way of this great undertaking, 
which may not, by cautious perseveran 
come; ney, rather (if we except the enormous 
length of cable which will be required,) it would seem 
that the line to be followed by the Atiastic cable pre- 
sents absolutely fewer engineering difficulties then 
the shorter route (though more complex, from the 
seture of the bottom) oa which the Mediterranean 
cable must be laid. 

Aa many of your readers may be interested in the 
nature of the process and mecheniem by which these 
soundings are obtained, I will briefly describe it, in 
closing you at the same time an illustrative Sketeh. 

The vease! being ‘‘ hove to,” and made to remeia 
as stationary as poss bie, the lead is dropped into the 
water from « palley oo the fore-yard arm, and car 
ries with it the line, which, in ite descent, it rapidly 
unwinds from the large reel seen in the Sketch. The

This ¢imineton of speed at different depths has been 
accurately noted by Lieut. Berryman, and is re- 
markebly vniform. The descent in the deeper 
soundings usually seeupied about three hours. The 
arrangement of the mechani» a is such, that the me- 
ment the red carrying the quills touches the bottom, 
the wires, which were previously sepported by 
books become detached 
lead ; whale the quills 
attached te the rod, thes relieved of its load, are 
more easily drawn up agein. Still the process of 
raising, though facilitated by discarding the leaden 
weight (of 60 lve. to 120 lbs.) would be tedious and 
laborious for human bends. There is, therefore, « 
small steam. engine attached to the reel, having two 
oecillating cylioders, whose piston rods direct 
upon « crank on the axle of the reel; by this means 
the rasing of the apparatus occupies less time than 
its descent.
